Effective Saturday, February 
10th, nonstop airmail service was 
inaugurated between Detroit, 
Mich., and Chicago, Ill., on AM-32 
by PCA “Capital” Airlines. De- 
troit and Chicago were both pre- 
viously served by AM-32, but due 
to a restricting in the PCA operat- 
ing certificate, all flights between 
these points were routed via a 
circuitous routing through Grand 
Rapids. This new nonstop service 
is almost fifty miles shorter. 

There was little advanced no- 
tice on this flight. and as a result; 
covers are very scarce. On the 
westbound flight from Detroit to 
Chicago, there were 15 covers 
postmarked by the Detroit Post- 
office and 22 by the Detroit AMF 
Postoffice. On the return east- 
bound flight, there were 27 covers 
postmarked at the Chicago Post- 
office and 25 postmarked at the 
Chicago AMF. 

Covers from Detroit were post- 
marked 4:00 AM at the postoffice 
or 7:00 AM at the AMF: and the 
General Delivery backstamp at 
Chicago was either 12-M or 7-PM. 
Returning, covers were postmark- 
ed at Chicago postoffice at 6-30 
AM or 7-AM, or at the AMF 
8-AM. These covers are back- 
stamped Detroit General Delivery 
February 12th, since the plane 
was unable to land at Detroit (ac- 
count weather conditions) and had 
to continue on to Cleveland. 

Stanley G. Adams was the Pilot 
and H. A. Drosendahl the Co-Pilot 
in both directions. There were no 
cachets or other philatelic mark- 
ings applied to the covers.

CHUNGKING—(U. P.)—China 
has issued a unique stamp which 
carries no printed denomination 
and is for exclusive use of sol- 
diers at the front and in forward 
military bases. 

Sold only at Army post offices 
or by postal units at the front, 
the stamp carries a picture of a 
postal courier approaching three 
soldiers in foxholes while two air- 
planes circle overhead. 

Intended to encourage frontline 
soldiers to write home more fre- 
quently, the stamps are sold for 
20 Chinese cents each—one tenth 
the normal postal rate—and are 
good only within. China.

A MOST DISTRESSING INCIDENT 

I am inclined this week to say a few words on a subject that 
could weil occupy a page or more to thoroughly discuss it, so what 
Z say must be brief and I hope to the point. It concerns a small col- 
dection of stamps, the possession of an elderly lady somewhere 

, ge around her 75th to 80th year, it so happens that she 
has arrived at a point where she has decided that 
she could better use the cash she believes the 
stamps are worth rather than to continue to put 
more from her meagre funds into more stamps. The 
collection was shipped to our office for advice and 
appraisal since we volunteered our services as we 
have often done for others with regards to stamps 
they have wished to dispose of. We have no idea 
when this good woman began collecting stamps. 
We have no idea how much she may have spent 
on the stamps she has and we have no idea wheth- 
er she has any sound ideas to what investment 
‘ she may have in her stamps. It would appear how- 
George W. Linn ever that she feels that she has a collection that is 
worth say, $500 to $1000. Whether she bases this estimate on what she 
may have spent or whether she bases the estimate on catalogue value 
és something we do not know anything about. 

It is entirely possible that she is entirely wrong as to how much 
she thinks she has invested in the stamps and that she may base her 
hopes of realization on catalogue valuations 

Anyhow, the collection was a sad disappecintment to us. It is 
mounted in several loose leaf ring binder albums. The United States 
occupy two of the books and there are probably half a dozen of for- 
eign stamps. 

In order to be as brief as possible, let me say that I estimated 
@hat a dealer should be able to pay her $125 for the U S. and I sug- 
gested $50 for the entire lot of foreign and at that I think it would 
be hard to find many who would pay the latter price. 

The reason is very simple. For the U. S. we find that although 
there are a lot of stamps that catalogue up to as much as $10 or even 
$20 each in some instances, such a heavy percentage of the entire lot 
of better stamps are terribly poor copies There is to start with a pen 
gnarked and faded 5c 1847 with margins cliped away or cut into on 
all sides. Others of the 1851-56 issue are torn, trimmed close, heavily 
canceled. The 1869 are complete except the 30c and 90c and not a 
stamp in the lot that is even a very good copy. Most are faded, badly 
@entered, torn. 

When she gets up to the more modern issues she has the cheap 
stamp in good condition, her higher priced values are not good. Lin- 
ecoln, Alaska-Yukon, Hudson-Fulton imperfs with no margins. 

In modern issues the mounting is poor, little regard to centering 
#m her blocks etc. and all in all a mess. In addition, the books are 
filled with cut postal cards, envelopes, anything else that looks like 
a stamp and such material as no real collector wants. 

As for the early material as we have described it, we do not know 
where or why people get hold of such stuff. We do know that there 
is a ready market for poor or slightly defective stamps, but why, if 
people buy such stuff do they ever think it is worth over a few cents 
per copy. On the other hand, are we wrong in this matter and are 
there dealers who prey on people of this sort and sell them this kind 
of “crap” with the suggestion that it is worth buying and at prices 
far beyond its true value. 

We can only feel sorry for this good lady. We realize at ones’ 
advanced age that they may have overestimated their own investment, 
yet this whole lot and the correspondence we have had leaves us with 
the belief that someone has been ill advised or if properly advised 
has failed to follow the advice. 

As for the foreign, there is little in the lot that would interest 
any dealer. True, there are numerous earlier stamps of some catalog 
value, but too often, poor copies Careful combing might realize on the 
Jot if some dealer paid as much as $50 for it, but we doubt if many 
would do so. The album pages were stuck full of cheap stamps of all 
kinds, nothing like a set of mint Br. Colonies from 14d to 1 shilling 
values in the entire lot, but many sets of spurious or questionable 
pretty looking pictures that are so often found in children’s colilec- 
tions. Fie on the dealers who palm off such stuff on anyone. 

It is a distressing incident to run up against something of this na- 
ture. If there are stamp dealers who make a business of selling to 
such people we hope that they still have a mother whom they will 
stop and think of for a few minutes and consider what they would 
think if someone cheated her out of her few remaining dollars. 

On the other hand, maybe we are wrong again, maybe this good 
lady was well advised, maybe she thought she knew what she wanted 
to do and did it. Its a hard Problem to solve, one that we can only 
think about and wonder. Certainly we never again want to have the 
pain of being obliged to tell an elderly person what we have been 
obliged to tell this good woman. 

For her, it was disappointment, she says she will simply pile them 
away in the attic and hereafter instead of suggesting to her friends 
that they collect stamps for an investment she will devote her time to 
telling them not to spend money on stamps. 

Do you people who cater to and sell to these kind of people realize 
what a tremendous influence for the advancement of our hobby might 
come from straightforward dealing, what good advice might have 
meant for this good old lady. I know stamps are a safe investment for 
I know what and how to buy and keep my material, those without 
that knowledge should not look upon their stamps as an investment.

Floating Post Office 
In The Detroit River; 
Some Facts Of Interest 


The following article by Hal 
Curtis in the Detroit Free Press 
seems to have some information 
not previously published concern- 
ing the Postal Boat that plies the 
Detroit River for delivery of mail 
to passing steamers. Mr. Curtis 
is in error when he states this is 
the only floating postoffice in the 
world. Any time we print such a 
statement we have numerous let- 
ters from other points, which 
refute this claim. However, we 
are of the opinion that other 
boats do not operate on the plan 
of this boat and that the service 
which it renders make it different 
from any others reported in good 
years. 

Following is the story as writ- 
ten by Hal Curtis, from a clip- 
ping supplied by Almon J. Tripp 
of Detroit. P 

William Harbaugh, superintend- 
ent of the only floating postoffice 
in the world, has everything ship- 
shape to start the season of mak- 
ing mail deliveries to interlake 
freighters. 

Weather permitting, Harbaugh 
will board his boat, the O. H. 
Mook, the last week in March. 
From then until ice clogs the De- 
troit River next winter, he and 
his crew will keep Detroit’s mari- 
time postoffice on a twenty-four- 
hour schedule. 


DURING THE winter months 
Harbaugh becomes a_ prosaic 
landsman, working in the claim 
department of the Roosevelt Park 
postal station. 

“T’ll sure be glad to get back 
aboard the Mook,” Harbaugh said. 

After 14 seasons on the floating 
postoffice it seems like home to 
Harbaugh. 





BACK IN 1895 the first float- 
ing postoffice was a rowboat 
manned by a three-man crew. The 
sixty-five-foct Mook is a trim, 
Diesel-powered boat, fourth in a 
line of engine-powered postoffices, 

During a 248-day season last 
year the Mook delivered a record- 
breaking 2,263,109 pieces of mail 
—48 times the amount handled in 
the first year of operation. 

On a busy day in mid-summer, 
with an almost unbroken line of 
freighters from Lake St. Clair to 
Lake Erie, the Mook has ex- 
changed mail with 21 vessels in 
25 minutes. 


THE FREIGHTERS never stop 
or slacken their speed to accom- 
plish the transfer.

Then the mail transfer is made. 
Today it is made in precisely the 
same way that it was made in 
1895. A crew member of _ the 
freighter lowers an ordinary zinc 
water bucket on the end of a rope. 
Mail is stuffed into the bucket 
and it is then pulled aboard. 

In 1944, its eighth season as De- 
troit’s floating postoffice, the 
Mook made 21,244 such contacts. 
Not in the memory of the oldest 
crewman has any mail ever been 
lost in the water.

NOVA SCOTIA entered the long list of stamp issuing countries 
jn the year 1851 with but three denominations—the 3d, 6d, and i/-. 
On each of these appears the Royal Crown and the Heraldic Flowers 
of the United Kingdom. These stamps resemble the “Pence” issue of 
its Sister Colony, New Brunswick, with the exception that the May- 
flower has been added. The colours adapted were 3d blue, 6d green, 
1/- purple. They were engraved® 











and printed by the’ well-known 
London firm of Perkins Bacon 
and Co., and represents the stamp- 
engraver’s art at its highest.

Like the stamps of New Bruns- 
wick, these were printed = on 
thick paper of a bluish tinge, 
shades exist in the depth of the 
blue tint as also in the depth 
ot the colour used for printing. 
The 3d ranges from a medium to 
a full deep blue, the 6d is found 
in yellow and dark green and 
1/-, as is usual with 
stamps, has quite a 
range of shades of which 
the cold violet is the rarest. The 
gum adopted in this issue was of 
a dark brown colour. 

Owing to the fact that soldiers’ 
and seamen’s letters were frank- 
ed to the other provinces for ld,

Collectors should be careful in 
purchasing covers showing these 
rare combinations, as the art of 
the faker has been lavishly ex- 
pended in manufacturing’ bogus 
combinations. The system gen- 
erally favoured by these phila- 
telic vultures is to procure a 
stamp that will exactly fit the 
cancellation on an existing en- 
velope, this is carefully bisect- 
ed, stuck upon a very ordinary 
cover and sold to the unsuspect- 
ing collector as 


a very “rare 
avis” indeed 

With these fakes, skill is so 
highly developed that it is al- 


ways wise to consult some recog- 
nized authority before adding 
the specimen offered to one’s 
collection, this advice is equally 
good if applied to bisects of any 
country. 

In 1859 the English system of 
£ s. d. gave place to dollars and 
cents which necessitated the is- 
Suing of a complete new set of 
stamps, this consisted of the fol- 
lowing values, Ic, 2c, 5, 8'c, 10c 
and 12%c., which were colour- 
ed black, violet, blue, green, ver.

This issue was engraved and 
printed by the American Bank 
Note Company of New York in

This issue is particularly at- 

tractive, for the le, 2c and 5c 


values a profile portrait of the 
Queen was adopted and on the 
844c, 10c and 12%e a full face 
portrait of her Majesty appear- 
ed. The words “Nova Scotia” 
were engraved at the top and 
the values at the bottom. On 
each of the four margins the en- 
gravers have placed their im- 
print. As usually favoured by 
the perforation gauge 
is 12. Of the lec stampf one 
sheet is known imperforate ver- 
tically. 

Both yellowish and_ bluish 
white wove paper were used for 
this issue, collectors generally 
content themselves with a set on 
one or other paper without re- 
sorting to duplication. 

The bisecting habit lasted in

the Editor of the Star gives ap- 
proval of this suggestion through 
his editorial columns. 


You collectors who approve of 
such an issue, and who doesn’t? 
can add your weight to this ar- 
gument by addressing an appeal 
direct to the Postmaster General 
at Washington. Certainly our gal- 
lant men and women who _ are 
fighting this battle for us are 
Levorthy of this recognition. Let 
there be a set of stamps honoring 
all branches of our services. 

Following is the appeal by Sen- 
ator O’Mahoney as printed in the 
Washington Star. 

By James Waldo Fawcett 

Senator Joseph C. O’Mahoney of 
Wyoming, former First Aaaistant 
Postmaster General, has proposed 
that the photograph of the raising 
of the Star Spangled Banner on 
Mount Suribachi. Iwo Jima. repro- 
duced in The Star for February 24 
and 25, be adapted for use as a 
design for a 3-cent postage stamp 

Concerning the photograph as 
such, the Senator wrote to Kent 
Cooper, executive director of the 
Associated Press: 


“The raising of the flag on 
Mount Suribachi is a photograph 
that should never be forgotten. No 
war report or communique, no 
speech or statement that has been 
written or spoken since Pear] Har- 
bor and certainly no news picture 
is to be compared with it in dram- 
atic appeal. It is a memorial to 
the men in whose blood our vic- 
tory is being written. It is a re- 
minder of the ideals for which we 
fight. 

“Old Glory is floating from the 
summit of Mount Suribachi where 
it was planted by the Marines 
May it be a prophesy that the 
freedomand justice for which it 
stands shall speedily be extended 
to all peoples and all nations! 


“T fee] that the Associated Press 
is to be congratulated for having 
given this photograph to the 
world. I write to thank you and 
the photographer who made it, to 
ask if I may have an original print 
and to suggest that the Associated 
Press formally dedicate it to the 
United States Marines who won 
the victory that made the photo- 
graph possible.” 


Mr. O’Mahoney next addressed 
Postmaster General Frank C. 
Walker in a letter reading: 

“I am sure, like everybody else 
in the country, you were mightily 
impressed by the Associated Press 
photograph of the raising of the 
flag on Mount Suribachi. This was 
not only a great news picture, but 
a moving appeal to the patriotic 
instincts of every citizen. 

“I am inclosing a copy of a let- 
ter I have written to Kent Cooper 
of the Associated Press in New 
York and a copy of the story of 
the photographer who made the 
picture, the latter having been 
furnished me by Paul Miller of the 
AP Bureau here in Washington. 
My purpose in writing to you now 
is to suggest that out of recognit- 
ion of the heroic performance of 























the Marines in the Pacific war and 
as a memoria] to their valor and 
sacrifice. the Post Office Depart- 
ment issue a commemorative 
stamp, with this photagraph as the 
central design. 

“IT have long thought that a spe- 
cial stamp should be issued to ho- 
nor each branch of the service. 
Now that the opportunity is pre- 
sented to portray in such drama- 
tic manner the victory on Iwo 
Jima. I hope that you may feel 
inclined to sponsor the issue.” 

The Senator likewise sent to 
Lt. Gen. Alexander A. Vandegrift. 
commandant of the Marine Corps, 
the following communication: 

“The dramatic and deely mov- 
ing Associated Press photograph 
of the raising of the flag on Suri- 
bachi has prompted me to write 
to the Associated Press suggesting 
that the photograph be formally 
dedicated to the United States 
Marines, and to the Postmasier 
General suggesting that it be used 
as the central design of a special 
stamp commemorating the achi- 
evements and sacrifices of the gal- 
lant soldiers under your command. 

“IT can ada@ nothing to what I 
have said in these two letters ex- 
cept to assure you that I know the 
whole country is inexpressibly 
proud of the United States Marine 
Corps.” 

All three letters were dated 
yesterday. They are published in 
this space because’ they 
authentic footnotes of the philite- 
lic history of present times.
